Tyranny, Prepoſterous Tea!,and Prepo- 
ſterous Lenity-It 15 manifcſ{t from the example of Rehoboam,r King. 
12+ 2.Ch.10. Tyranny deitroyerh purchaſed Liberty, Hence is it 
we read in Bero/us, Herodor, Xenophen,Diodore,&c. many have been 
ſhaken looſe of Liberty,vecauſe of Tyranny» eAriftotle lib. 5. Pol. 
ſheweth us many exanpſes ro this purpoſe. Very JMachiavel xp - 
plaudeth this,'Di/p.455.1.c.10, Likewiſe Prepoſterous Zeal is an c- 
nemy to it: It cryeth foc fire, where\Chriſt calleth for none, it over- 


turneth the Law of Natur+ viid Netions : for it is without any (ha - 


dow of Legality, und th.-r.tore cannot but irritet the hearts <t Pio. 
ple againſt choſe wh: : xecc1ſe it;topluckell Powet 8d Libacty +; 
of their hands. Dracons Lawes uid run much this way,which pr:

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voked Son: to alter them, and reduce them into moderation. And 
let me tell you, of the three, Prepoſterous Lehiity is the greateſt cut- 

throat of obtained Liberty. We need no more tv prove this, but the 
example of Abab,i.King.20.G ult. 2.Ch.18, His Prepoſterous Le- 
Nity begate his cuine and deſtruftion , and denuded him of Power 
and Liverty, This wanteth not ſanRified reaſon on its fide,referrins 
this te the People of God. It 18 without all controverſie, it highly 
provoketh the Lord , while-as his People ſpare thoſe who are ap- 
pointed for deſtru&ion : for he willeth and commandeth all thoſe 
who will not have him to reigne over them , to be brought forth 
andlain. Saxls prepoſterous Lrnity begot his ruine, and the rent- 

iog of the Kingdom from him, 1.Sam.15. Naturall reaſon confirm- 

cth thit. What I pray thee, 1s Prepoſterous Lenity, but a keeping the 

Theef within doors,to cut the throat, and a Viper inthe boſome, to 


King to death? Verily,there is nothing more killing and conſuming, 
then Malignant enmity. How thea can it be indulged with Liber- 
ty ? Ibelicve', the Fomenters of (uch are cut-throats and vipers. 
Afachiavel can tell you the {afeft way of ſecuring Liberty, is ſeveri-_ 
ty,and not clemency,Di(p.159.1.cap.7.lib.3.c.3,6 4.Heilluftrateth 
this by ſeverall pregnent examples, which I need not repeat. But I 
{hut up this point in one Seripture-word , Let favonr be ſhewed to 
the wicked, (yet) Will he not learn f abrrny i : tn the land of up- 
rightneſſe will he deal unjuſtly ,. and will not behold the Majeſty of 
the Lord, I[.26.v.10, Would the Holy Ghoſt ſay, Ir is all loſt kind- 
neſſe that is ſhewed to the wicked : He will never amend a whit 
therefore,but ſtill do wickedly.

Now, according to my light , through 
the itrength tf my Lord, I do fully and freely offer my judgment in 
th:ſe particulars. Firit, All Malignant and forinall Pres yteriza 
Incendiaries,ſhuuld one way or other , be rooted out, if we mide 
to maintain our own L1»erties inviolable. T his is evident from what 
already is ſaid : for th:y are the very Enemies, by whom the Lords 
Pcople in the three Nations onely , ftand in hazard. They indeed, 
arethe (anaanizes, whom the Lord hath commiſſoned to deſtroy. 
They verily are the Inhabitants of the Land, aad thercfore mult be 
reoted out. They are {poiled of their Kingdom : And therefare, 
(according to what Machiavel ſaith in theft, 15b.3.c 4. though not 
mn -ypothefi,and according to his application) mult be cut off. They 
are Boars rodbed of their Whelps, and therefore they will never be 
ſatisfied till they be deſtroyed: Th-y are Amalek indeed, they lay 
m wait,whleas the Lotds Pc ople in Brittain, came out of the ſpiri- 
tuall Egypr, from under the Epiſcopall and Malignant yoke. And 
therefore their Name delerveth to be razed from under Heaven. 


Secondly, Albeit all ſuch {h-uld be rooted out and deſtroyed , yet 


not one and the ſame way. They ſhould be dealt with according to 
their guilt. Som: of them who are Prime Incendiaries,and leading 
men,ſhould be finally cut off: O: hers again of them,who are not ſo 
deep inthe guilt, deſerve not Phyſically, bat Politically to be cut off.

The ( anaanites and Amalekites, befide their Malignancy, 
were Heathenijſh and Idolatrous,w hich rendred them fo v:uch the 
Tore guilty; Idolatry,by the Law of God,being « Capital! fin; And 
ſo all of them being both Malignant and Tdolatrous, they all deſer- 
ved off-cutting by death. Now,ceters paribas ,Malignants and Preſ- 
byterizn-formaliſts deſerve nO lefle then they did: And therefore,as 
the one were commanded to be put afide, for acting againſt the 
Lords People, ani preventing hazard at th: jr hands , fo thould the 
other be removed alſo, upon the ſame xccompe, though in anhffe- 


rent way,according to their guiltircſe. Obſerve therefore the Lord 


in commanding the utter deltru3ion of the {, anaanites and Ama- 
lekites,not onely looketh to their Malignancy, but alſo to their Ido- 
larry, though he mainly and expreflely eyeth their Malignancy and 


enmity at the Lords people. So you may learn by comparing the -
